May Decide Fate of France. 


Aug. 25.—The French war 
office tonight issued the follow- 
ing bulletin:

Worries State Department. 
The discovery of this string to the 
Japanese pledge is giving the state de- 
partment officials cause for grave 
thought. Several Democratic members 
of the senate foreign relations committee 
have been summoned to tho state depart- 
ment to give their advice concerning the 
attitude that shall be adopted by the ad- 
ministration on this question. 

The administration already has ac- 
quainted Japan with its interpretation of 
the Japanese pledge. Mr. Guthrie, the 
American ambassador at Tokio, was in- 
etructed to inform the mikado’s govern- 
ment of the satisfaction of the United 
States with the promises of Japan. 

It Japan should attack China the United 
States would have reason to complain 
that the mikado's government was 
threatening the preservation of the open 
door. Japan would deny the charge atid 
point out that she was adhering strictly 
to her promise not to attack China unless 
the latter gave aid to Germany. What 
constitutes aid to Germany may be an 
extremely fine question. 


U. S. Proclaims Neutrality. 
Such sporadic incidents are all that the 
war is expected to contribute in the vicin- 
ity of the Philippines, unless Japan 
should extend her operations. The Phil- 
ippines are as far from Klau-Chau as the 
United States ie from Europe. The state 
department today issued a proclamation 
of neutrality in the war between Ger- 
many and Japan. It is identical with the 
other proclamations. 

The British government and other bei- 
ligerents contemplate asking the United 
States and other neutral powers to deal 
with each question of contraband, biock-

Mounted 
in the steel turret of the car were a Maxim 
repid fire gun and a high angle gun for 
use against aeroplanes. As the grim ve- 
hicle Im ite coat of elephant gray was 
driven to the military governor's head- 
muarters it was greeted by dense crowds 
along the sidewalks with hurricane 
cheers, which, however, changed to hoots 
and imprecations as the spiked helmets 
of the German prisoners were seen above 
the steel turret. 

Tt chanced to be standing in the doorway 
of my hotel as the prisoners were brought 
out of the governor's’ headquarters 
where they had been interrogated, to be 
conveyed to a military prison. The offi- 
cer, a finely built young Prussian in the 
uriform of an officer of uhlans, came first, 
with grenadiers with fixed bayonets on 
either side of him. 


Guards Protect Captured Germans. 


As the crowd caught sight of him it let 
out a roar of hate and fury such as I 
have heard only once before, and that 
Was at a lynching. Then it started for- 
ward in a human wave surmounted by a 
foam of brandished canee and clenched 
fists, but the line of bayonets formed a 
hedge of steel about the prisoners and 
they passed unharmed.

500 BELGIANS REPULSE 
MANY GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Hold Out Eight Days in Trenches 
Near Liege and Then Escape to 
Namur. 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—The Antwerp cor- 
pespondent of the Morning Post tells a 
vivid. story of the adventures of 500 men 
of the Belgian army at Liege, who ar- 
rived at Namur Saturday afternoon after 
twenty days of fighting and marching. 

At the opening of the war their post was 
between the Liege forts Chaudfontaine 
and Embourg. On Wednesday night of 
the first week of the war orders were 
given them to. evacuate their position, 
but the orders never reached this bat- 
talion, which became isolated by the Ger- 
mans, but with a strong fort on each 
flank. 

The Germans were aware of their pres- 
ence, but did not know their sremgth, 
and the Belgians, intrenching, were able 
to hold out eight days after the retire- 
ment of the main Belgian field force and 
repuleed constant German attacks. 

Finally when their rations ran short 
they succeeded in breaking through the 
German lines, and after many hairbreadth 
escapes reached Seraing. This was not 
accomplished without several brushes 
with the enemy, during which many of 
their number were wounded. They 
reached Huy on Saturday, and the rail- 
way thorities made up a train and took 
them to Namur. 


TELLS HOW LORRAINE FOLK 
BETRAYED FRENCH FORCES. 


Greeted Them as Saviors, Then 
“Tipped Off” Their Secrets to the 
Germans, Says an Officer. 


PARIS, Aug. 25.—4 dispatch from 
Bourges gives the recital of a French offi- 
cer wounded in Lorraine. He sets forth 
how the Germans were aided by the local 
inhabitants. 

The officials of villages in Lorraine 
greeted the French troops when they 
came into town as saviors. 

No sooner had they done this than they 
would go to the edge of the village and 
hang out French flage, big white sheets, 
etc., to indicate to the enemy the exact 
position of the French soldiers. 

The mayor of one village tapped a 
French field telephone wire for the benefit 
of the enemy. 

A local schoolmaster corrected the 
range of the German guns by moving the 
hands of the church clock. 


STOPS SHIP NEAR NEW YORK. 


Observers See British Cruiser Halt 
Austrian Steamer, Then 
Let It Go. 

New York, Aug. 2%.—Almost at the 
mouth of New York harbor and within 
sight of observers on shore, the British 
cruiser Essex today halted the Austrian 
freight steame™ Ida, en route to this port 
from Quebec. Officers and sailors from 
the Essex boarded the steamer, examined 
its papers, and, after holding it an hour, 
permitted it to preceed on its journey.

Staff Statements State Sim- 
ply Invasion of Ger- 
many Proceeds. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 26.—It is o- 
cally announced that Russian forces are 
advancing on a broad front in Prussia 
and Galicia. The Germans, it is reported, 
are retreating toward Königsberg. 

The Russians have dispatched forces 
from the south to attack on the flank the 
three parallel lines at Metzen, Apsburg, 
and the Osterod lakes, and this will fa- 
cilitate the mission of the Vilna army. 
which is attacking these lines in front. 

The allies’ front on the southern ad- 
vance is over 607 miles. In eastern Gall- 
cia the Russians apparently advanced to 
a distance of about twenty-five miles be- 
yond the frontier. 

The position in Poland is that while 
several towns in the west have deen occu- 
pied by small German detachment} War- 
saw is declared to be out ef danger. 
Kutno, which was occupied by Germans, 
has now been reoccupied by Russians. 

The Austrian raid from Cracow on 
Kielce was easily repulsed by Cossacks 
and the Austrians were driven back to 
the frontier. 


Victcries Announced Cautiously. 

The general staff is modest in ite reports 
and rather underestimates than over- 
emphasizes the Russian successes. It is 
extraordinarily sparing in its adjectives 
and records small engagements and big 
battles with almost equal absence of any 
emotional coloring. 

Military considerations which direct 
this method of communicating informa- 
tion are undoubtedly right and the effect 
is not to present elation or depression at 
any particular moment of a long land 
struggle. One result, however, is that 
the general public is only now gradually 
waking up to the fact that the Russian 
army won a striking victory at Insterburg 
and that the Germans are in full retreat. 

The war is regarded by the whole Rus- 
sian people as a war for ideal liberation 
from everything that German militarism 
and tyranny has meant for Russia and 
Europe. 

War Solidifies Nation. 

The call to arms has had a purifying 
effect and has aroused throughout the 
empire an exampled epirtt of devotion, 
but the ordinary romance of war is ab- 
gent, Not a regiment nor an officer nor 
a soldier ie mentioned in reports. The 
public hears only vague report of deeda 
of extraardtnary heroism. 

The number of gune captured from the 
enemy, the number of prisoners, and the 
probable extent of the enemy’s iasnes 
seem to be regarded ae trifles not worth 
mentioning in official reports.

PARIS. Aug. %.—The blame for the war 
is laid on Germany in the French official 
account of the causes leading up to the 
declaration of hostilities. The statement 
was read by the premier, Mr. Vivian!, 
before the French parliament on Aug. 4. 

Gentlemen, Mr. Viviani said, the 
German ambassador left Paris yesterday 
after having notified us of a state of war. 

“The government owes to the pariia- 
ment a truthful account of the happen- 
ings which in less than ten days have 
unchained European war and forced 
France, peace loving but strong, to de- 
fend its frontier against an aggression 
the odious injustice of which is under- 
lined by its premeditated suddenness. 

This aggression, which nothing can 
excuse and which began before we were 
notified of any declaration of war, is the 
final act of a scheme the origin and the 
intention of which I mean to unveil] be- 
fore our democracy and before civilized 
opinion. 


Abnormal Crime in Servia. 

* Following the abnormal crime which 
coat thé archduke of Austria-Hungary 
and the Duchess of Hohenberg their lives 
difficulties aroge between the cabinets of 
‘Vienna and Beigrade. 

“Most of the powers were informed 
only semmi-officially of these difficulties up 
to Friday, July 24, on which date the am- 
basgeadors of Austria<Hungary gave out 
to theme circular which the press pub- 
lished.

Excessive Demands of Austria. 

Me concessions demanded, or several 
of them at least, were injurious to the 
rights of a sovercign state. In spite of 
their excessive character Servia an- 
mounced on July 25 submission almost 
without any reserve. 

“France, Russia, and Great Britain, 
owing to advice given by them to Bel- 
grade from the first, were not strangers 
to this submission, which was a success 
for Austria-Hungary and a guaranty of 
Kuropean peace. 

“This advice was the more valuable 
since Austria-Hungary’s exigencies had 
been concealed from the chancelleries of 
the triple entente, to which during the 
three preceding weeks the Austro-Hun- 
garian government had several times giv- 
en assurance thet its demands would be 
extremely moderate. 


Austrian Minister’s Departure. 
“So it was with 4 just astonishment 
that the cabinets of Paris, St. Petersburg, 
an London learned July 26 that the min- 
ister of Austria at Belgrade, after an 
examination lasting several minutes, had 
declared the Serviar answer unacceptable 
and had broken diplomatic relations.

Seignie*——A flourishing town of the 
province of Hainaut, Belgium, owing its 
prosperity to the important blue granite 
quarries in the neighborhood. 

The forests of Soignies extended in the 
middle ages over the southern part of 
Brabant up to the walls of Brussels, and 
is immortalized in Byron's *‘ Childe Har- 
old.“ The first blow towards its gradual 
contraction was struck when Napoleon 
ordered 22,000 oaks to be cut down in it 
to build the celebrated Boulogne fiotilla 
for the invasion of England. A consid- 
erabie portion of the forest in the neigh- 
borhood of Waterloo was assigned in 1815 
to the Duke of Wellington and to the 
holder of the title ae léng as it endured. 

Stavelot—An ancient town of Bel- 
gium, in the southeast of the province of 
Liege.

A 
monastery had been established there 
half a century earlier by St. Remacie, 
bishop of Tongres.

BY AN EX-DIPLOMAT. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—([Special.] 
—Considerable attention has been drawn 
to Germany’s eastern frontier in the newe 
dispatches of the last few days. This 
frontier henceforth will continue to grow 
in interest as the war progresses, and it 
may be of interest to investigate the mili- 
tary characteristics of this theater of 
war. 

The first thing to be noticed is that there 
le an entire absence of mountains, as is 
the case on Germany's French and Aus- 
trian frontiers, Here well defined river 
lines with marshy borders take their 
place. The Oder, Wartha, Vistula, Nimen, 
and Drina all run northwest or north into 
the Baltic sea and form successive obsta- 
cles to the march of armies fram the east 
or west. 

Theehape of the frontier is also of an un- 
usual nature, as Poland, extending about 
200 miles from north to south, is sand- 
wicked in between Germany and Austria. 


Silesia Strategic Territory. 

It will also be noticed that the Vistula 
river, rising in the Carpathians in Aus- 
tria, forme the south frontier of Poland, 
then, turning to the north, cuts across 
Poland and East Prussia. 

The position of Silesia is also interest- 
ing, as it is situated between the Sudentic 
mountains on the Austrian frontier and 
the wooded districts of Poland. It is rich 
in agriculture, mines, and to it converse 
the main lines of communication from 
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Bighteen miles nofth of Thorn is Modlin 
(Novo-Georgievski) at the junction of the 
Narev and Vistula rivers and command- 
ing them, These two places form a great 
intrenched camp capable of accommodat- 
ing 60,000 men, but requiring a garrison 
of 12,000. 

An invasion of Germany by Russia is 
therefore a difficult and dangerous under- 
taking, because an invasion into Silesia 
or west from Warsaw would have its 
communications threatened from both 
the north and the south due to the en- 
veloping form of the Germanand Austrian 
frontiefs, while an invasion of east Prus- 
sia would be even more difficult, as it 
would be flanked by strong fortresses 
and the Baltic sea. 

Russia's railway systems in this area 
when compared with those of Germany 
are the most serious impediment to a 
rapid concentration.

The 
part extending from the Pregel about 
fifty miles east of Kinigsburg south to 
the Russian frontier is a swampy and 
marshy country and also along the fron- 
tier between the Vistula and Wartha 
rivers. 


Swampy Forests Protect Prussia. 
To the south of this the frontier is 
marked by a succession of great swampy 
forests, Here also the land is generally 
flat, marshy, sandy, and all movements 
would be limited by roads that are bad. 
The ef German fortresses in this 
district are Königsberg. Dantzig, Thorn, 
Posen, and Glogau.

AUXILIARY NAVY: 


Plan Provides . $40,000,000 
for Ships to Carry U. S. 
Foreign Commerce. 


CAPITAL MAY BE LATE. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—(Special } 
Unless the shipping interests of the 
country .mmediately prove to the admin- 
istration that they are capable of han- 
diing American foreign commerce, the 
government will soon purchase enough 
boats to control the trade. 

Not content with the proposition to cre- 
ate a corporation capitalized at $10,000,- 
000 and naving full use of $30,000,000 in 
Panama canal bonds for the purpose of 
operating merchant ships, the adminis- 
tration now approves the plan of the 
house naval affairs committee to spend 
$40,000,000 for naval auxiliaries to be 
used on trade routes during times of 


peace. 


A subcommittee of the house naval 
committee. headed by Representative 
Talbott of Maryland, today conferred 
with the president on the naval auxiliary 
proposition. President Wilson gave it his 
hearty approval. 

According to the subcommittee’s view, 
the sum of $40,000,000 should be appro- 
priated immediately to purchase and 
build vessels which can be used as trans- 
ports, hospital ships, and scout ships dur- 
ing a war and as merchantmen during 
times of peace. 


Wilson Urges Broad Scope. 

The committee informed the president it 
desired to confine the peace activities of 
these government owned vessels to South 
American trade routes. President Wil- 
son, however, insisted that no such limi- 
tation be put on them now. 

The primary object of the naval affairs 
subcommittee is to build up a strong aux- 
iliary fleet for the navy and at the same 
time provide for its maintenance by put- 
ting the vessels into commercial! business 
when there is no war. Germany employs 
this system. Practically every officer of 
a German merchantman is an officer in 
the German navy, either active or reserve. 

The committee feels that at the present 
time it would be most unwise to permit 
government owned vessels to ply in 
European waters. In the case of those 
ships belonging to the corporation created 
by the Alexander bill, the Talbott com- 


mittee pointed out, they will be one step 


further remeved from the government 
than the naval auxiliary merchantmen. 
Congress Takes No Action. 

With the exception of the subcommit- 
tee’s consideration of the naval auxiliary 
plan, congress today made no progress 
on the shipipng measure. A rule to make 
the war risk measure special business 
was brought in, but not aeted upen. It 
will be taken up on Thursday. It prob- 
ably will be followed by a rule making 
the Alexander bill, creating the govern- 
ment controlled corporation, specia! 
business. The Alexander bill is now be- 
fore the house, though not formally re- 
ported. 

Acting Secretary of Commerce Sweet 
today took steps to expedite the regiater- 
ing of foreign built vessels under the 
American flag as permitted by the recent 
act of congress. : 

Mr. Sweet ruled that it is not necessary 
for these vessels to be physically present 
in American ports to be registered. This 
ruling will materially shorten the time 
for the registering of many vessels, 
which it is believed will hoist the Amerti- 
can flag under the new law. ; 

Britain Not Unfavorable. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British ambaara- 
dor, today informed the state department 
that Great Britain intends to abide by 
the provisions of the declaration of Lon- 
dow, which sets forth the principles of 
international! lew governing contraband 
of war and the rights of neutral shipping.

NO TIME FOR WASTE. 

If our great resources permit us lavish public ex- 
penditures and even waste on a great scale at any 
time, this is not the time to permit it. 

This is the time for a careful marshaling of our 
resources, for a reduction of public expenditure on 
apeculative projects and its intelligent concentration 
where it is most plainly needed and will do the most 
public good. There will be pressure for the expendi-

money into circulation, The claim is fallacious. No 
public money should be spent on any project which 
cannot be justified as a business proposition from 
the government's point of view.

IN DEFENSE OF CIVILIZATION? 

The assertion ascribed to the Taglische Rund- 

schau that Germany would retain all of Belgium 
which she occupies in this war is not consistent 
with the claims fer American sympathy made by 
Germans and by German-Americans. The kaiser 
would have not a moral leg to stand on if he ab- 
sorbed Belgium. His case against her is of the 
weakest. It is merely a case of military necessity, 
a case that may be conceded, for the time being, 
under thé(iawi of self-preservation. 

But if Germany asserts that she has a right to 
punish Belgiam with the loss of her independence 
because Belgium refused to assent to the nullifica- 
tion of her pledged neutrality and thus to become 
a passive ally of Germany against a nation with 
which she was at peace, then Germany will for- 
keit the approval of the neutral world. 

Let there be no doubt about this. It there is one 
nation in the Furopean conflict which has the un- 
measured sympathy and admiration of the Ameri- 
ean people it is Belgium. She has done her fuil 
duty under international law, and she has asserted | 
her independence with splendid gallantry and 
heroic sacrifice.

Though a handsome palace with mag- 
nificent state apartments, and in spite of 
its being wonderfully improved and 
equipped with every modern comfort and 
luxury by the late Leopold II., the rulers 
of Belgium have never actually lived 
there or made it their home, restricting 
ite use to court functions of one kind 
and. another, to official entertaimments, 
to cabinet councils and interviews be- 
tween the sovereign, his ministera, and 
other dignitaries of the kingdom. 

The present king of Belgium, like his 
two predecessors on the throne, has made 
his chief metropolitan residence at the 
suburban palace of Laeken, which has 
only been a monarchical abode since the 
days of Napoleon I., who purchased it for 
the use of Empress Josephine. 

He frequently lived there himeelf with 
his first as weil as his second wife, and 
it was beneath its roof that he signed 
his fateful declaration of war againet 
Ruasia, which was the beginning of his 
downfall.

The feature of Lacken, in addition te 
the Napoleonic relics and the well nigh 
pricelessart theasures, is the superb gar~ 
den.

The extensive grounds and park are 
traversed by a subway, equipped with a 
set of rails, Dy means of which the late 
king was able to leave, not only the pal- 
ace, but also his dominions, without at- 
tracting any attention. 

All that he had to do was to step into 
an elevator in his private apartments and 
ride down into the basement. There he 
would find his private railroad and bag- 
gage car in waiting, and, as soon as he 
had got on board, the royal special, drawn 
by an electric motor, would glide noise- 
lessiy away, through the tunnel under 
the grounds and park of Leeken toa point 
some distance away, where this private 
railroad of the monarch would join the 
main line. 

In this way he was able to visit France, 
Germany, and other foreign countries and

D. K. McMillan, assistant state ento- 
Mologist, spoke, illustrating his address 
with lantern slide views of “ horrible 
examples of what a bad bug can do 
and what should be done to that bug. 

Resolutions adopted called upon the 
city council of Lake Forest to appoint a 
commission to combat the insect foes 
and to regulate tree planting with a view 
to the exclusion of the flora suspected 
cf being friendly to the enemy. 

Mrs. Tiffany Blake of the Garden club 
announced the support of that organiza- 
tion for a series of similar meetings to 
be held at any point between Evanston 
and Waukegan on the north shore,

Campaign Lukewarm. 
There has been a movement on foot for 
the last few weeks to carry out the ideas of 
Tus TRIBUNE in exterminating the pests, 
but the work has gone forward in a halt 
hearted manner, and the result is that the 
mosquitoes still are there. Many of the 
drains and weter butts have been oiled 
by the health authorities of the town, 
but the other sources of contamination 
have been ignored.

Russian Exports Expected. 

Ordinary news influences were not 
taken into much consideration. Much of 
the news favored the bulls, but was 
rather coloriess in view of present price 
jevels, which are based solely on the 
prospects of a world scarcity of wheat re- 
guiting from the conflict in Europe. Wet 
weather northwest the last few days was 
a bear influence, retarding the thrash- 
ing of grain. Also there was some un- 
certainty in regard to the announcement 
that Turkey would permit the passage of 
British grain steamers through the Dar- 
daneiles. A rumor was current at Liver- 
pool that Russia had resumed exporta- 
tion of wheat. 

Shipments to the Netherlands are be- 
ing held up, owing to the possibility of 
Germany obtaining wheat. Fabulous 
prices were reported prevailing for wheat 
at Berlin, and for this reason England 
apparently has no intention of permitting 
importations into Holland. France was 
reported a buyer of wheat. Total sales 
here were about 150,000 bu, and the sea- 
board reported 450,000 bu sold. 


Country Sales Are Small. 


Offerings from the country were moderate, 
both of winter and epring wheat. Canadian 
reports were not much more encouraging, and 
Winnipeg rerorted a big demand for wheat. 
Prices for futures in the Canadian market 
were strong, following the advances on this 
side. World’s stocks showed a decrease of 
3.600.000 bu for the week. compared to an in- 
crease a year ago. Primary arrivals were 
1.461.000 bu. against 867.000 bu a year ago. 
Northwest arrivals were 474 cars, against 289 
ears a year ago, and Winnipeg had 402 cars, 
against 47 cars. 

Clearances for the day were small at 343,000 
bu wheat and flour. Minneapol® wheat stocks 
decreased 150,000 bu for three days. Flour 
mills in the northwest are ru. ning at capacity, 
and yesterday Minneapolis messages said they 
were close to a working basis on export sales 
from Minneapolis. Flour prices were ad- 
vanced 20c a barrel, Liverpool futures were 
pachanged.
